In registering, all four gave their 
address as 223 Garnett street, a place 
of business operated by Carmichael, 
and where Shields and Donovan are 
employed.

Aldrich Denounces Chase 


Affiliates’ “Trading in 
Stocks of Parent Bank. 
Heavy Profits Revealed. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—-()— 
Wiggin, for years:at the helm of the 
$2,000,000,000 Chase National bank, 
were repudiated today before the sen- 
ate banking committee by Winthrop 
V. Aldrich, his recent successor as 
head of the financial house. 

Aldrich surprised the committee and 
spectators, along with Chase officials 
seated about him, by a brisk and 


voluntary declaration that the bank’s 
present management is “absolutely 
opposed” to affiliates trading in the 
bank’s stock in the market, 

His statement was made just after 
investigators had presented evidence 
that Wiggin’s personal companies had 
profited upward of $10,000,000 through 


‘dealing in the bank’s stock, while bank 


affiliates and subsidiaries were engag- 
ing in various stock pool operations. 
Personal Companies. 

Ferdinand Pecera, committee coun- 
sel, had just traced widespread and 
interwoven stock operations of the 
Chase Securities Corporation and its 
subsidiary, Metpotan Securities Cor- 
poration, and Wiggin’s personal com- 
panies, the Shermar, the Murlyn and 
the Clingston. 

Wiggin, who ascended to leader- 
ship of the bank in 1931 and. relin- 
quished his place last January, look- 
ed on calmly while the younger Al- 
drich walked to the head of the com- 
mittee table and volunteered to mem- 
bers: 

“In order that there shall be no 
misunderstanding on the part of the 
present stockholders of the bank as

Aldrich, brother-in-law of John D. 
Rockefeller Jr., the largest single 
holder of Chase bank stock, brought 
about the divorcement of the -bank 
and its securities affiliate last spring 
as one of his first acts on assuming 
the leadership. 

Pecora brought out that while Wig- 
gin’s personal corporations showed ‘a 
profit of more than $10,000,000 in 
the bank stock, the Chase Securities 
Corporation's operations yielded 
around $156,000, Wiggin explained 
there was a difference in the way 
they operated. 

Wiggin did not challenge Pecora’s 


'statement that the banker's personal 


company realized a fortune. He list- 
ened to the figures unsmilingly and 
said he could not verify them. They 
were compiled by Pecora and his staff.

Unwieldly Government, 
Says Americans ‘Acting 
Like Drunken Sailors.’

“Americans, acting like a bunch of 
drunken sailors, have lavished money 
in wild enthusiasms, neglecting the 
essential things, and the time has 
come when bitter necessity demands 
that there be done something else 
than playing the fool,” Dr. omas 
H. Reed, of the University of: Michi- 
gan, chairman of the committee on 
policy of the American Political Sci- 
ence Association, Friday night told 
the Southern Political Science Asso- 
ciation at its sixth annual session at 
the Piedmont hotel. 

Striking at the unwieldy, ‘cumber- 
some system of local governments over 
the nation, Dr. Reed said that “if we 
political scientists cannot show the 
public how not to play the fool, we 
have missed our vocation.” He gave 
special emphasis to the local govern- 
ments of Georgia, declaring that this 
state “has so many counties most of 
the people cannot count that high.” 
And, he said, “that’s a pretty high 
count.” 

Dr. Reed said that he was speak- 
ing as a “Yankee republican in the 
deep south,” but that: the conditions 
in Georgia that he referred to held 
equally true in his own home state 
of Michigan. Estimates of the num- 
ber of local governments in the Unit- 
ed States run anywhere from 175,000 
to 500,000, Americans “seeming to re- 
quire so much more per square mile 
than any other people,” Dr. Reed said. 
In Michigan, he said, there are 83 
counties, 1,257 townships and 6,700 
school districts, with 43,000 elective 
local government offices exclusive of 
those in the cities, forming an “army 
at the public crib,” and a “Battalioa 
of Death to fight agaiwst local gov- 
ernment. reform.” 

Hits Own Legislature. 

Without referring to the sad story 
of Georgia's last legislature, Dr. Reed 
told the association that the last gen- 
erat assembly of his” state was -the 
“worst legislature ever assembled in 
Michigan.” This condition appearec 
to. be true all over the nation, an 
while congress was doing so much the 
legislatures were doing so little, he 
said, Dr. Reed said that the prob- 
lem of constructive economy in _ lo- 
cal government cannot be approached 
with a butcher's cleaver, but requires 
intelligent thinking.

ROOSEVELT BACKS _

Ford Spokesman Claims 
He Is Living Up to Code 
and Accuses General of 
Being Dictatorial. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt and his aids com- 
mitted the government today to an 
effort to obtain affirmative compliance 
with the automobile code from Henry 
Ford, or go after the manufacturer 
with formal prosecution and exclude 
him and his dealers from government 
business. 

Protests from the Ford Motor Com- 
pany, combined with an assertion that 
it “observes the law and exgeeds it 


in all its real recovery. features” met 
a declaration to the press by Hugh 
S. Johnson, the industrial adminis- 
trator, that unless the Detroit manu- 
facturer complied with a pending re- 


|quest for wage and hour statistics,

The position taken by Johnson was 
that there had to be an end to uneer- - 
tainty as te whether Ford was or 
was not complying; that it was im- 
possible for the government te be 
taking Blue Eagles out of the windows 
of a beauty parlor, and at the same 
time allowing an industrialist of the 
national importance of Ford to pursue 
a course outside the:

There is no deadline for submission 
of the employment statistics to the 
National Automobile Chamber . of 
Commerce, which is the motor code 
authority, but NRA was taking steps 
to obtain categorical assertions from 
all manufacturers within a week or 
10 days that they do or do not intend 
to submit the figures. None of the 
big ones has yet had time to do so, 
and early in today’s exchange of state- 
ments between a Ford sesman and 
Johnson there were strong, unofficial, 
intimations at Dearborn that Ford 
intended to turn his in. 

Besides promising prosecution in 
ease Ford did not do so, Johnson 
voiced an opinion, later disclosed to 
be held by the president as well, that 
Ford was not now eligible for govern- 
ment contracts because the only ex- 
pressions on compliance from the man- 
ufacturer which had reached Wash- 
ington were negative or non-commital.

_ Funeral services for Samuel Wash- 
ington McCallie, 77, state geologist for 
2) years, who died suddenly Thurs- 
day night at his residence at 363 
Fourth street, N. E., will be held at 
4 o'clock this afternoon at Spring 
Hill. Governor Eugene Talmadge, 
who Friday paid high tribute to Mr. 
McCallie. announ that the execu- 
tive offices and all departments of the 
state government would close during 
the funeral. 


The funeral service will be con- 
ducted by Dr. Richard Orme Flinn, 
pastor of the North Avenue Presby- 
terian church, of which Mr. McCallie 
long had been a member. Pallbear- 
ers will be Lewis G. Stowers, J. C. 
Brown, William Cole Jones, C. A. 
Whittle, A. W. Walker, William 
Burekel and Edward Campbell. 

Officials of the state government 
who had been associated with Mr. 
McCallie will form an honorary es- 
cort at the final rites. Interment 
will be in West View cemetery, with 
H. M. Patterson & Son in charge. 

Notwithstanding his advanced age, 
Mr. McCallie discharged his duties 
regularly and faithfully, and with an 
earnestness and ability that won him 
the esteem of all who came in con- 
tact with his important department. 
Governor Talmadge described him as 
one of the most earnest, able and con- 
scientious workers for the state. He 
was at his office Thursday, and was 
stricken with a heart attack after he 
returned to his home, at about 8&8 
o'clock. 

Mr. McCallie was professor of ge- 
ology in the University of Tennessee 
at the time he formed a connection 
with the Georgia geology department 
as assistant, in 1905. Three years 
later he became head of the depart- 
ment. He was the author of 63 sci- 
entific books and papers, and an au- 
thority on the soils and minerals and 
soul deposits in his adopted state, He 
was a native of Tennessee.

No Bargaining. 

Johnson based his reasoning, he 
said, on a statement made to him by 
Edsel Ford when he was in Detroit 
last summer “that they would never 
consent to any collective bargaining.” 

As to dealers, said the administra- 

tor: “I have taken the position that 
a great big billion-dollar manufacturer 
cannot hide behind a $10,000 com- 
pany.” 
The Ford Company shot back a 
statement that Johnson “has attempt- 
ed a grave injustice upon a law-abid- 
ing American industry,” and has “as- 
sumed to talk like a dictator and the 
supreme court combined.” 

“A Ford dealer, who is a citizen of 
Washington,” the company statement 
went on, “entered his bid at the re- 
quest of government men. His bid was 
something like $200,000 lower than 
the others. 

“Johnson now proposes to charge 
the American taxpayer a higher price 
in order to give government business 
to a concern that pays lower wages 
than the Ford Motor Company does. 
More money out of the taxpayers’ 
pocket; less money in the working- 
inan’s poeket—that is the way it will 
work.” 

Roosevelt’s View Revealed. 

It was just after this that the presi- 
dential view was made known. 

The issues that precipitated the 
declarations from both sides were two: 
A Ford dealer's low bid on 1,000 
trucks for the civilian conservation 
corps was slated for rejection, and 
there are soon due huge army motor 
contracts on which Ford might bid; 
the Automobile Chamber of Commerce 
has sent out questionnaires to all 
motor manufacturers asking for em- 
ployment figures under authority of 
the code. At a press conference this 
morning Johnson was asked whether 
failure by Ford to submit figures 
would be violation of the code. Ford 
was the only automobile manufacturer 
to refuse to sign the code. 

“Absolutely,” Johnson shot back, 
“as soon as I have a clear-cut viola- 
tion of the code I will act under the 
code. I will turn the case over to the 
attorney-general’s office.” 

Another question: “Do you consider 
Ford eligible to bid on government 
contracts at the present time, inas- 
much as to date he has complied with 
the code?” 

“No, I do not thing he is eligible, 
because he has publicly stated that 
he was not in sympathy with the code 
and he would never put into effect 
anything that looked toward collective 
bargaining.

Johnson to intimate that any refusal 
has been made of any proper demand 
on the Ford Motor Company, espe- 
cially since Mr. Johnson knows that 
even his original signers have not had 
time to file reports, which he charges 
this company with refusing. 

“We suggest a code of fair pub- 
licity for Mr. Johnson’s interviews.” 

Informed of this Johnson indicated 
pleasure at the apparent implications 
that compliance was forthcoming, but 
he penciled out one more statement: 

“T have no intention of entering 
into a newspaper discussion with a 
Mr. Cameron. (W. J. Cameron is an 
assistant to Ford who handles press 
statements for the company. His 
name was mentioned in one of the 
dispatches Johnson saw.) 

“Mr. Edsel Ford told me that the 
Ford Motor Company would submit 
to no code that required collective 
bargaining.

Will Not Hesitate. 

“What I did say was that the mo- 
ment I did have such 
would not hesitate to act. 

In late afternoon the company 
charged Johnson with attempting “a 
grave injustice upon a law-abiding 
American industry,” and asserted it 
would be under attack “by the ene- 
mies of independent business,” even 
if it did sign a code. It went on to 
assert it was complying with the 
law, that neither signing a code nor 
flying the Blue Eagle was required 
by law.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—-f)— 
Officials of the farm adjustment ad- 
ministration have decided to scrap 


some of the major provisions of the 
NRA retail code in drafting its com- 
panion code for the retail food and 
grocery branch of the distribution in- 
dustry. 

It was disclosed tonight that a new 
conflict in viewpoints on retail codes 
has arisen between farm and NRA 
officials with the result that the ques- 
tion will be placed in the hands of 
President Roosevelt for decision. 

Unless the codes are harmonized the 
merchant with a can of shoe polish on 
one shelf and a box of raisins on 
another will find the two articles sub- 
ject to two separate and distinct sales 
codes at sharp variance with one an- 
other in some respects. 

Farm officials, who opposed the flat 
retail markup plan, are now equally 
opposed to the NRA retail code pro- 
vision that “the selling price of arti- 
cles to the consumer should include 
an allowance for actual wages of store 
labor, to be fixed and published from 
time to time by the trade authority.”

Prison To House 3,000. 

Plans submitted in Washington 
when an allocation of federal .public 
works funds for the prison was ob- 
tained call for a plant capable of hous- 
ing 3,000 prisoners or more, compared 
to the 600 now quartered at the state 
farm at Milledgeville. 

Governor Talmadge, upon his re- 
turn from Washington, said that there 
was no bar against the prison com- 
mission assuming rental obligations a 
year at a time, 

Of the $1,500,060 set aside for the 
prison $200,000 was earmarked for 
the purchase of land. 

The state already owns between 
6,000 and 7,000 acres in Tattnall 
county, set aside for the prison, which 
members of the prison commission 
said cost around $125,000. 

Tucker & Howell, architects, said 
the plans submitted by the firm, and 
approved by the Georgia prison com- 
mission, call for a main building capa- 
ble of accommodating 3,000 or more, 
with additional honor groups for both 
white and negro honor prisoners. 

They also include shops, garages and 
extensive farm buildings to house the 
stock and machinery necessary for 
farming the vast tract, garment and 
hosiery shops, a canning plant, and 
other work buildings. 

Full industrialization of the prison 
system of Georgia, which is now based 
on road work. for employment of the 
convicts, would require legislative ac- 
tion, the prison commissioners said, 
since state laws prohibit prison man- 
ufacture of goods to compete in the 
markets with the products of free la- 
bor. Present laws, however, would 
permit the prisoners to manufacture 
or grow anything which the state it- 
self could consume. 

Commissioner Rainey said there 
were 25 counties at present which do 
not have chain gangs, about half of 
those, he said, never have used pris- 
oners on their roads. Seceral others 
have discussed abandonment of their 


gangs.

Erected Marlborough 
Apartment, First in City 


George P. Howard 8Sr., 67, widely 
known Atlantan and the builder of the 
first apartment house in Atlanta, died 
Friday. morning at his residence at 
770 Penn avenue, N. B., following an 
illness of ten days. He had been in 
failing health for some time. 

A native of Atlanta, Mr. Howard 
was a member of a prominent family. 
His father, R. A. Howard, came to

Atlanta as a pioneer from Meriwether 
county. The elder Mr. Howard was a 
business partner of the original George 
Adair in real estate and later founded 
the Atlanta Transfer Company, out 
of which was. developed the Parcel 
Delivery Company, 

Among the first to perceive a field 
for apartment houses in Atlanta and 
the south, Mr. Howard went to New 
York and studied the principles of 
apartment house architecture. He re- 
turned here and erected the old Marl- 
borough apartment at Pine and Peach- 
tree streets, the first building of its 
kind in the state and probably in the 
entire south. 

The Marlborough was a landmark 
in Atlanta for many years but was 
burned several years ago. The Doc- 
tors’ building now occupies the tract. 

Mr. Howard took a great interest 
in the affairs and welfare of Atlanta 
and was a leading figure in civie proj- 
ects throughout his life. He at one 
time represented the old Edgewood dis- 
trict in city council. He gave unstint- 
edly of his time and energy in the 
upbuilding of the city. 

He was well known as a business- 
man and civic leader and also was 
prominently identified in the coal in- 
dustry of Tennessee, where he for- 
merly had large mining interests. 

Mr. Howard was married to the 
former Miss Laura Colquitt, who sur- 
vives him. She is the daughter of the 
late United States Senator and for- 
mer Governor Alfred H. Colquitt and 
ie a sister of Mrs. Preston Arkwright, 
wife of the president of the Georgia 
Power Company. Another sister was 
the late Mrs. W. L. Marshall, wife of 
the late Major General Marshall, who 
commanded the engineering corps of 
the United States army. 

In addition to his wife, the promi- 
nent Atlantan is survived by two sons, 
Colquitt and George P. Howard Jr.; 
a sister, Mrs. George Muse, and three 
grandchildren, Thomas, Anne and 
Colquitt Howard Jr., of Atlanta. 

He was related to the Wimberley, 
Carter, Tarver and Newell families, 
all of whom are widely known in 
Georgia. 

Funeral services will be conducted 
at 2:30 o'clock this afternoon -at the 
Peachtree chape] of Brandon-Bond- 
Condon Company.

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OF MILL SLACKING 


Inactivity Due to Effort 
To Beat Processing Tax, 
Wallace Avers. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—(P)— 
An assertion by the federal reserve 
board in its monthly bulletin that in- 
dustrial activity had slackened most 
noticeably “in industries in which 
processing taxes or codes have become 
effective recently,” brought quick re- 
verberations today from the NRA and 
the farm administration. 

Reporting a larger volume of busi- 
ness for August and September than 
in March, in spite of declines for those 
months as compared with previous 
months, the bulletin added: 

“The decline in industrial activit- 
ty during the past two months has 
come, in large measure, in the indus- 
tries in which expansion has been 
most rapid. It has also been marked 
in industries in which processing taxes 
or codes have become effective re- 
cently.” 


_ Hugh 8S. Johnson, the NRA admin- 
istrator, replied quickly with an as- 
sertion that “practically every major 
industry has bene operating under a 
code since August,” and that “with 
the exception of the steel industry, 
every report we have received from 
major industries shows a definite up- 
ward trend.” 
Secretary Wallace said: 


“The situation is that, in efforts to 
anticipate processing taxes so as to 
avoid payment while possible, mills 
in both flour and textile industries 
enormously increased their activity be- 
fore wheat and cotton taxes and the 
increased wage course under NRA 
went into effect. Then, when the 
taxes and higher wages became ef- 
fective, mills slowed down and in 
some instances blamed the processing 
taxes for inactivity really due to their 
efforts to beat the tax.” 

The federal reserve said the fall in 
business had not affected employment 
and wages, both of which had con- 
tinued to increase although industrial 
production was dropping.

THE BAR AND CRIME. 

Universal approval by the press 
in every section of the country has 
been voiced towards the recent 
statement of Attorney-General Cum- 
mings in which he urges bar asso- 
ciations throughout the country to 
proceed against any members who 
connive at racketeering, kidnaping 
and other predatory crimes. 

Holding that “the time has come 
to clean up the bar in the United 
States,’ Attorney-General Cum- 
mings Says: 

One of the outstanding charac- 
teristics of modern predatory crime 
is the co-operation between the un- 
derworld and members of the bar. 
Wherever any improper conduct can 
be proved against a lawyer in a kid- 
naping or similar case, we propose 
to see that he is punished, Of course, 
every person accused of crime is en- 
titled to counsel. But there is a 
realm into which honorable members 
of the bar do not go. When it comes 
to advising how to commit a crime 
or avoid detection, conniving to es- 
cape, failing to give information to 
the court to the extent that the le- 
gitimate interests of the client will 
permit—when it comes to these things, 
honorable lawyers pause. 

Especially is the press of the 
gangster-ridden middle west out- 
spoken in its indorsement of the at- 
torney-general’s position and in 
criticism of the bar association for 
failure to rid itself of members who 
are aiding and abetting gang rings. 


The St. Louis Post-Dispatch holds 
that it is futile to war upon crime 
in the United States without attack- 
ing the enemy’s base and expresses 
the belief that ‘“‘crime in this coun- 
try has fits base in the legal profes- 
sion,” adding that— 

Everybody knows this. Jurists know 
it. Reputable lawyers know it. The 
people know it. So do criminals 
know it. They have immensely 
strengthened themselves by establish- 
ing contact with the law. That gulf 
which should separate the underworld 
and the world of law and order was 
long ago bridged by this alliance in 
almost every American city, if not in 
every American state. 

When the American Bar Associa- 
tion met recently in Detroit, the 
Detroit News urged that the con- 
vention take action that would start 
the ball rolling towards house-clean- 
ing activities by state and local bar 
associations throughout the coun- 
try. The News pointed out that this 
should not be a difficult task for 
the honest and reputable ‘lawyers of 
the nation because “they know 
where the trouble lies—what are 
the faults in our procedure, why 
some of our courts are so much 
more interested in technicalities 
than in justice, and who the lawyers 
are moving heaven and earth, by 
fair means or foul, to keep their 
guilty clients from trial if possible, 
and if they are brought to trial, to 
avoid penalty for them.” 

The Post-Dispatch is frankly dis- 
couraged that, in the face of this 
appeal from its Detroit contempo- 
rary, the bar association delegates 
neatly sidestepped in a manner de- 
scribed as follows: 

One speaker after another rose to 
descant learnedly upon the evils of 
others, The president has become a 
dictator: congress has forgotten the 
founders; the federal government is 
destroying the rights of the states: 
the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to prohibit child labor is a com- 
munistic effort to nationalize chil- 
dren and destroy the home. Not a 
word about the lawyers themselves; 
how the scurvy element in the pro- 
fession has perverted justice; how the 
mouth of the reputable lawyer has 
been stopped in the councils of law 
itself; how the bad has too often 
cowed the good; how the decay of 
society proceeds from the apostasy of 
those licensed as officers of the state. 

While Georgia has experienced 
none of the extreme cases of mis- 
conduct by members of the bar as 
have the gang-ridden cities of the 

porth and middle west, the bar as- 
sociation of this state has evidenced 
gn equal reluctance in moving to- 
‘wards 2 vitally needed re-working 
-of our court procedure in order that | 
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‘justice may not only be speeded up 
but made more sure. 

At every annual convention of 
the state association for the past 
decade earnest efforts have been 
made by able and conscientious law- 
yers to formulate a plan of reform 
with which to go before the legis- 
lature—but out of it all has come 
no’ single change in the antequated 
system under which the courts of 
Georgia are now being operated. 

It is high time that the honest 
and reputable lawyers of the coun- 
try awaken to the fact that their 
apathy has made it possible for un- 
scrupulous members of the profes- 
sion to bring about a condition that 
reflects upon the bar as a whole and 
is a menace to the welfare of the 
country.

BIRMINGHAM’S WISE STEP. 

Birmingham in securing an initial 
$1,000,000 federal advance for the 
establishment of a farm colony on 
which to place many of the families 
its unemployment relief 


now on 
rolls, has taken a forward step that 
combines relief with rehabilitation. 


One of the most unfortunate 
phases of the unemployment situa- 
tion is the enforced idleness of those 
who are, through no fault of their 
own, forced to look to public funds 
for food and shelter. Only a small 
portion of the unemployed can be 
furnished with even temporary 
work. 

Most of the unfortunate men and 
women, former workers, have been 
forced to while away weary months 
and years as best they could. The 
hopelessness of their situation and 


doles have crushed their spirits and 
stifled ambition. 

The dole method of relief has 
kept life in the bodies of the un- 
employed, but it has done nothing 
to sustain the spirit of the men and 
women who are victims of the eco- 
nomic unrest. 

The situation is different with 
such projects as that undertaken by 
Birmingham. Not only are there no 
idle hands and minds during weary 
days of waiting “for times to get 
better,’ but those placed in these 
colonies are given a new chance to 
work out their own salvation, and 
in the majority of cases become 
self-supporting in a few months’ 
time. 

Columbus, Ga., found this to be 
true with 100 families placed on 
near-by abandoned farms, as did the 
relief committee at Tallapoosa, Ga., 
which developed a rich truck garden 
out of swamp lands which had never 
before been used for productive 
purposes. 

Families placed in such colonies 
are inspired with the thought that 
once more they have an opportunity 
to win their own way; most of them 
are permanently removed as citizens 
of overcrowded cities; and the city 
relief funds are relieved to a great 
extent of their care. 

Birmingham’s project is the most 
ambitious of its kind yet to be at- 
tempted. It should be watched by 
the relief organizations in every city 
in the country, in order that, if pos- 
sible, the present dole plan of re- 
lief, which takes into consideration 
only the needs of the present, can 
be abandoned for a plan which en- 
ables these unfortunate men and 
women to start to work at the task 
of rehabilitating their fortunes, 


GEORGE P. HOWARD.

Al- 
though his business interests were 
many and varied, requiring much 
of his time, he served several terms 
as a member of city council and 
was a prominent figure in the pub- 
lic and social activities of the city, 
being a charter member of both 
the Capital City and Piedmont 
Driving clubs.

THE CURE OF RUPTURE. 


Rupture, breach or hernia as physi- 
cians call it, is a protrusion or bulging 
of some internal structure through 
the walls of the cavity or space where 
the structure belongs. We need not 
discuss the causes of hernia nor the 
different types of hernia here. That 
is rather a technical aspect which con- 
cerns the physician, not the patient. 
The question which interests the pa- 
tient is the cure. 

Ten years ago I made short work 
of this question. I assured the hernia 
cr rupture victim quite positively that 
the radical operation was the only 
eure for hernia, and I urged every 
sufferer not over middle age to under- 
go the operation as a matter of good 
sense, comfort, safety and economy. 
I believe I was right about it then. 
But the times change, and I no long- 
er give such advice. If I had a hernia 
myself I certainly should not submit 
to the radical operation, at least not 
until I had given the ambulant treat- 
ment a fair trial. 

By ambulant treatment I mean a 
series of injections of medicine which 
in a fair share of cases brings about 
a cure. Never mind the technical de- 
tails—leave that to the physician who 
gives the treatment. All the layman 
needs to know is what I am telling 
him here—and I challenge any one 
to stop me if I am wrong. I believe 
the ambulant treatment of hernia is 
much safer for the patient than the 
radical operation is. It does not in- 
terfere with the patient’s ordinary 
activities or his job. It fails to cure 
in approximately the same proportion 
of cases as does the radical operation. 
If it fails, well, you are not out much.

My dear Louise:

The two greatest tests of character are 
prosperity and liberty, and we never know 
how we shall survive either until we try it. 

Of course you haven’t complete liberty. 
Perhaps you think the rules give you very 
little. But those rules are a part of the game 
and your reaction to them is the test. 

You can’t get away from rules—ever. 

ROBERT QUILLEN. They are necessary restrictions, suggested by 
experience, and every game you play will have them. 

They are so necessary, in fact, that it becomes a point of honor to 
obey them and a violation of good sportsmanship to break them. 

Anybody could win by breaking the rules of honesty or the rules 
of tennis or bridge, but breaking rules is cheating and the cheat is the 
lowest form of animal life. 

I don’t mean that your character will be ruined if you break one 
of the rules in school. Many a fine youngster does it. But there are 
different ways to break rules and the method determines the harm. 

To break a rule openly and boldly, with your chin up and your 
conscience clear, is merely a mild adventure. It leaves your self-respect 
stick clicking. 

But if you sneak—oh, my dear, there is nothing more shameful un- 
der Heaven. It makes you an inferior, cringing from a master. 

Pride and honor and a clear conscience never sneak. Why should 
they? Sneaking is the role of the fearful, the guilty, the low. It does 
something to your soul. You simply can’t sneak and keep your self- 
respect unscarred. 

There are innumerable thousands who sneak to break the rules of 
society, and not one in the lot can look the world in the face with the 
calm assurance that rewards a clear conscience and the pride of decency. 

I have no great awe of rules. Some of them are silly. But if you 
must break a rule, bust it wide open in broad daylight. Don’t let a 
foolish little rule make a sneak of you.

C., Oct. 27.~UP)—Na- 
tional guard troops moved late today 
into the troubled Horse Creek valley 
textile manufacturing area, scene this 
morning of a clash between state high- 
way patrolmen and strikers, during 


which the officers released tear gas 
and the strikers hurled stones, 

Thirty-four men of Company H, 
118th infantry, a machine gun out- 
fit, make up the unit. They are from 
New Brookland and are under com- 
mand of Captain Jesse W. Wessinger. 

The guardsmen had instructions 
from Governor Blackwood to main- 
tain order and were called out after 
he received reports that groups from 
Augusta, Ga., where strikes are in 
progress at five textile mills, had come 
into this section, just across the Sa- 
vannah river, and attempted to close 
down mills. 

“If the people down there want to 
work,” said the governor, “the laws 
of the United States and South Caro- 
lina guarantee them the right to work. 
If they want to strike, that’s their 
business so long as they observe or- 
der in doing it.” 

Meanwhile, the strikers at a mass 
meeting in the Bath-Clearwater labor 


|temple were told by Paul W. Fuller, 


of Augusta, educational representative 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
to abandon picketing at least until 
Monday. 

He told the strike mass meeting a 
report of this morning’s clash between 
the strikers and a patrolmen 
had been given Edward F. McGrady, 
assistant secretary of labor, and he 
had been asked to report it to the at- 
torney-general for an investigation 
of what Fuller said was a denial of 
peg rights guaranteed under 
the NRA. 

Fuller asserted the patrolmen had 
violated the Jaw and described their 
conduct as “inhuman, inexcusable, in- 
tolerable and unreasonable,” 

He added that Senator Robert F. 
Wagner, chairman of the national 
labor board, would be asked to come 
here personally Monday to see the 
conduct of the strike and said that if 
he did not come, McGrady would. 

The brush between the state high- 
way police and strikers occurred be- 
fore the Aiken Mills’ plant here. Sev- 
eral automobiles filled with strikers 
from Augusta drove up to the mill 
and pickets were put on dutv at the 
opening hour this morning. 

As workers began entering the mill, 
jeers came from the picket lines and 
a fight developed. Soon numerous 
fist fights were in progress and rocks 
began to fly. The police released the 
tear gas and brought a fire hose into 
play to disperse the crowd before the 
mill. 

Estimates of the number in the 
crowd around the mill varied but 
newspapermen agreed there were 700 
or more, 

A brick thrown through a window 
of the mill struck J. W. Sellers, fore- 
man of the spinning room, and in- 
jured him seriously. He was taken 
to a hospital in Augusta. 

Twenty-two strikers, including four 
women, were arrested by the patrol- 
men and taken to the Aiken jail. 
The patrolmen said some of the men 
had guns,
